W. J. Cash’s *“‘Mind of the South.” 
It was published some 20 years 
ago, but it still is in print and 
is a source book of the South of 
that period. Ashmore’s book is, 
in my opinion, the first one since 
that time which merits being 
placed side by side with ‘Mind 
of the South.”’ It does, one might 
say, for this generation and the 
rising one, what Cash’s study did 
for the previous one. 

Ashmore is a thoughtful man 
and the thoughtful reader will see 
that he explores, as a blurb on 
the book’s jacket says, a mid- 
dle ground where thoughtful 
Americans can come together. 


Decision 

Ashmore wrote, for example, of 
the President’s decision to send 
troops to Little Rock: 

. . . Of course, on the other 
side Mr. Eisenhower enjoyed no 
greater latitude, no matter what | 
his personal disposition may have | 
been in. those early days when | 


he received the dispatches from | 


Liftle Rock at a country club 
which, as Bob Considine observed, 
does not admit Negroes, Jews, 
Catholics or poor Protestants. All | 
moral considerations aside, the | 
President could no more have tol- 
erated the nullification of a fed- 
eral court order by state force 
than George Washington could 
have stood idly by in 1794 when 
the burghers of Pennsylvania re- 
fused to pay their whisky taxes. 
Moreover, Mr. Eisenhower la- 
bored under the great weight of 
world opinion, which counted Lit- 
tle Rock as a Soviet victory of at 
least the magnitude of the Sput- 
nik. And finally, however reluc- 
tant he may have been to assume 
the burden, Mr. Eisenhower was 
the head of a political party which 
couldn’t compromise on _ civil 
rights and win the next eléction.”’ 

But, Little Rock, really, occu- 
pies but a few paragraphs of this 
trenchant, able study of the whole 
South, its past and present. His 
thesis is this: The historical evi- 
dence makes it sure that as a 
practical matter there will be in 
the South widespread adherence 
to social segregation no matter 
what the laws, but that outside 
this field the South cannot do oth- 
erwise than revise its institutions 
so as to permit the Negro, as any 
other citizen, to advance without 
discrimination in accordance with 
his or her abilities. Behind all 
the angry words, the tensions, and 
the tremendous forces of change 
which are reshaping the New 
South, are human beings and the 
American destiny and dream. 

History, as he says, does not 
run backward, and it buries its 
own dead. And so it does.

Segregation Commission: Urges 
Repeal of School Attendance Law 


The powerful Georgia Commis-, 
sion on Education Friday urged 
repeal of Georgia’s compulsory 
school attendance law. 

The proposal may become the 
1958 General Assembly’s hottest 
issue because of its possible wide- 
spread repercussions on the Mini- 
mum Foundation Program. 

Commission member’ Frank 
Twitty, former House floor leader 
and now Mitchell County repre- 
sentative, estimated school en- 
rollment might drop by 25 per 
cent if repeal is approved. 

The school attendance law was 
the main subject under discussion 
at a meeting of the pro-segrega- 
tion Commission on Education in 
the governor’s office Friday. 

Gov. Griffin. told members that 
repeal is necessary if the state 
is to be in a “clear cut, sound 
position in court’ in the event of 


integration suits.

Last year the commission rec- 
ommended repeal of the attend- 
ance law, but the proposal ran 
into such opposition in the Gen- 
eral Assembly that it was amend- 
ed to allow the governor to sus- 
pend the law when he deemed it 
necessary.

A NATO spokesman said 
the first replies would be sent to 
the Kremlin next week. They are 
believed to include those of the 
United States and Britain.

Freezing cold extended its stay for one more night 
in Florida Friday and across the nation a freak tornado 
ripped the outskirts of a California town.

If the trees were in full growth, 
another cold wave might bring 
disaster, he said. 


The cold continued to take a toll 
of lives, however. Two deaths in 
Fort Lauderdale, Fla., were 
blamed on faulty heaters. They 
raised the total of deaths caused 
by cold, snow, ice and exhaustion 
in the nation’s eastern third since 
this week to 52. 


The West Coast had escaped the 
succession of wintry blasts until 
Friday. But the weather finally 
opened up on northern California, 
sending a twister crashing 20 
miles along a 100-foot front from 
Bodega Bay to the outskirts of 
Santa Rosa. 

There were no persons reported 
injured or homeless in the area 
50 miles north of San Francisco. 
Power failures were numerous, 
cottage and barn roofs were torn 
off, and three fishing ships sank 
in the bay. 


In the nation’s midsection, a 
new cold wave streamed out of 
Canada across the north - central 
states and threatened to push tem- 
peratures to 5 below zero in north- 
east Minnesota. An accompanying 
disturbance was expected to scat- 
ter snow flurries across the shores 
of Lakes Erie and Ontario and 
through northern New England.

The firm’s Georgia payroll runs

Apathy of Millions Lets 
Salk Vaccine Be Wasted 


Apathy of the public toward Salk antipolio vaccine is surprising in 
the light of the reduction in incidence of the crippling disease since 
general use of the preventive was begun about two years ago. 


Lack of public interest in im- 
munization against infection by 
poliomyelitis is shown in a report 
of the Health News Institute in 
New York. The institute says 
manufacturers may have to de- 
stroy hundreds of thousands of 
doses of the vaccine because it 
is becoming outdated. The gov- 
ernment prohibits use of the vac- 
cine after it is 6 months old. 

The vaccine that may have to 
be destroyed because there is no 
demand for it represents stocks 
manufacturers accumulated to 
meet the expected requirements 
on a year-round basis. The insti- 
tute spokesman said the supply 
has far outstripped the demand. 

Failure to put the vaccine to use 
cannot be credited to the fact that 
all persons who should seek the 
inoculations have done so. Inocu- 
lation with the vaccine is recom- 
mended for people under 40 years 
of age and there are about 45 mil- 
lion in that age bracket who have 
not been. immunized, the institute 
spokesman said. Included in that 
figure are about 16 million chil- 
dren and youths under 20 who 


have not been vaccinated. It is” 


the under-20 age group where 
polio infection is most prevalent. 

Perhaps the success of the vac- 
cine has been a contributing fac- 
tor to the public Jethargy. Since 
its generat use was begun in 1955 
the incidence of the disease has 
been considerably reduced and 
epidemics have been kept at a 
minimum. When the threat of 


an epidemic arose, employment 
of the vaccine on an emergency 
basis helped to curb the outbreak. 

People must realize, however, 
that the reduction in the preva- 
lence of the disease does not mean 
that it is stamped out and that 
there is no further da@hger for 
them. Unless they are properly 
inoculated there is the very real 
chance that they may become in- 
fected and be crippled by or die 
from the disease. 

The prospect that hundreds of 
thousands of doses of the vac- 
cine may have to be destroyed 
because there is no demand for 
it is disturbing, indeed, particu- 
larly since so many eligible per- 
sons remain uninoculated.

WASHINGTON—After two months of delay 
the United States is preparing to tell India that 
for the current year something more than 200 mil- 
lion dollars in American aid will be available. 


House, 33 governorships and, two 
years hence, the presidency. 

Congress is rarely at its best 
in an election year. We face elec- 
tions this year with divided party 
control of the government and 
with the President’s personal pres- 
tige the lowest since he has been 
in office. The ingredients of an 
unproductive Congress are at 
hand. 

None of the responsible party 
leaders wants to make it so. 

It is entirely possible for a pres- 
idential program which challen- 
ges the country as adequate to 
fare well at the hands of Con- 
gress this year. 

The Democrats can’t ~-make 
themselves look good by espous- 
ing and voting for less than the 
President asks. 

The Republicans can't make 
themselves look good by making 
the President look bad. 

This leaves me with the convic- 
tion that under the circumstances 
Eisenhower can make only one 
kind of mistake—that is, to be 
timid and ask Congress to give 
the nation anything less than is 
boldly needed to counter the 
menacing Soviet gains. 

Presidential boldness is not only 
sound policy but sound politics.

Both here and in New Delhi the 
hope is that this will be enough 
to see India through another 12 
months of her second five-year 
development plan.

Collins, still spry and active at 
72, wrote Griffin that he is re- 
signing because of his wife's 
health and because his family 
wished him to “retire to less 
strenuous activity.” 

He asked to be appointed school 
superintendent emeritus which 
will permit him to continue his 
contact with the school system on 
an advisory basis. 

“I wish to express to you my 
genuine appreciation of the great 
kindness you have shown to me_ 
personally and the support that 
you have given to the school pro- 
gram of Georgia during your ad- 
ministration,’’ Collins told the gov- 
ernor. 

Griffin accented the resignation 
with high praise for Collins and 
his contribution to education in 
Georgia. He gave Collins the 
emeritus appointment | 
DEEP REGRET 

‘It is with sincere and deep re- 
gret and reluctance that I accept 
your resignation as state super- 
intendent of schools which 
have handed to me today,” 
fin wrote Collins 

“It is certain that the masses

NEW YORK, Jan. 10—A tend- 
ency to let fashion follow the 
body, which was the mark of 
Thursday’s Reig, Rentner, and 
Carnegie showings, is now in its 
second day.
